Dr. Wise pointed out that the 
cost of failure to establish a state 
university must be computed in 
terms of “denial of higher educa- 
tion to so many of our young men 
and women; the cost of the talents 
and skills of which society is 
robbed; the cost in human frustra- 
tions and disappointments, in 
wrecked careers and misdirected 
lives.” 

Dr. Dan W. Dodson, executive di- 
rector of the New York City 
Mayor's Commitee on Unity, asked 
for the -creation of educational 
facilities which would be less ex- 
pensive and available to all re- 
gardless of race, color or creed.

To Beat Speed of Sound

1 best authority in the United States, and perhaps 


in the world, on the design of planes to beat the speed 
of sound is the National Advisory Committee for Aero- 


nautics. It is the government 
agency for fundamental studies in 
aeronautical science The XS-1 
with its straight wings, and the 
XS-2 with its sweeping backward 
wings, are designed according to 
its advice. In fact, this federal or- 
ganization, called NACA for short, 
has had a role in the design of 
practically every plane produced 
in America since 1915. 

Wind tunnels play an important 
part in the NACA program of 
studying aerodynamics. This sci- 
ence has to do with the laws of 
motion of gases, especially at- 
mosphere, under the influence of 
various forces; and the mechan- 
ica] effects of such motion. 

Thé NACA has been working 
for 20 years on high speed flow of 
air in its giant windtunnels and 
otherwise. It has amassed a lot of 
information of the mechanics of 
compressible flow, part of which 
is incorporated in the new Army 
and Navy planes and others to 
beat the speed of sound. 

These tunnels are both high 
speed and supersonic (speed above 
the velocity of sound) tunnels,
